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Fiscal Court approves 
first reading of “Right 
to Work” Ordinance 


Fulton County Fiscal Court 
(FCFC) unanimously approved 
the first reading of Fulton County 
Ordinance 2014-06 during the 
regular session on Monday, Dec. 
15, addressing the opportunity 
of choice for Fulton County 
workers in joining a union or not 
in their respective workplace or 
the Right to Work. 

Citing KRS 67.083, also 
known as the “County Home 
Rule” passed by the Kentucky 
Legislature in 1978, this statute 
contains the language providing 
local fiscal courts to approve 
policies not expressly prohibited 
by the legislature and delegates 
to the county fiscal courts the 
legislatures authority to promote 
economic development and 
regulate commerce. 

FCFC recognizes the need 
for an adequate workforce 
pool and such a workforce to 
have the ability to choose what 
organizations to join in the 
workplace; and the Court voted 
to authorize and establish and 
ordinance to guarantee this aspect 
for the workers in Fulton County. 
This ordinance further supports 
the promotion of economic 
development of industry and 
business of all forms and areas. 

FCFC is the second county in 
the state of Kentucky and the US 


to hold a first reading on such an 
ordinance. Warren County held 
their first reading on Thursday, 
Dec. 12. Following their bold 
decision to offer workers in their 
county the freedom of choice 
and after reading Jim Water’s 
article “Right-to-work: Counties 
Should Act if State Won’t” 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher decided now 
was the time for Fulton County 
to do the same. 

“We want to promote Fulton 
County and its many resources,” 
added Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher. 

“All 12 members of the 
Fulton County - Hickman 
County Economic Development 
Partnership voted unanimously, 
by email, in support of the first 
reading of this ordinance,” added 
EDP Director Eddie Crittendon. 
“From the standpoint of economic 
development, it will definitely 
put us in a more competitive 
position. Many times we have 
not been considered based on the 
right to work issue,” he said. 

“This is a bold move,” added 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
Elect Jim Martin. “I applaud 
Judge Gallagher for doing it.”

Gibson EMC and 
Hickman-Fulton 
Counties RECC 
consider merger 


Gibson Electric Membership 
Corporation and Hickman-Fulton 
Counties RECC boards are cur¬ 
rently in discussions regarding a 
possible merger/consolidation. 

The two cooperatives have 
been working closely together for 
years on joint projects including 
information technology and fiber 
systems. With the recent resigna¬ 
tion of Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC President and CEO Greg 
Grissom to become President/ 
CEO of Penny rile Electric, lead¬ 
ership of the two systems have 
agreed that now is a good time 
to explore the opportunity of an 
expanded and long-term working 
relationship. 

The boards of both cooperatives 
met in December and authorized a 
preliminary financial study. They 
also agreed that a merger/consoli¬ 
dation would only be considered 
if it ultimately would save mem¬ 
bers money through economies of 
scale, protect local jobs -includ¬ 
ing those held by the employees 
of both systems, and create a bet¬ 
ter utility through the expansion 
of resources and expertise. 

The electric systems of Gibson 


EMC and Hickman-Fulton Coun¬ 
ties RECC connect along the 
Tennessee and Kentucky border. 
Hickman-Fulton Counties RECC 
serves about 3,700 residents and 
businesses in Fulton, Hickman, 
Carlisle and Graves counties in 
Western Kentucky and portions 
of Obion and Lake counties in 
Northwest Tennessee. Gibson 
EMC serves about 35,000 mem¬ 
bers in parts of eight Northwest 
Tennessee counties (Crockett, 
Dyer, Gibson, Haywood, Lake, 
Lauderdale, Obion and Madi¬ 
son). 

Editor’s Note: In a June 2011 
article on the upcoming 75 year 
anniversary of the electric co-op 
it was noted that they Turned the 
lights on’ in Fulton County on 
Friday, June 30, 1939 with lines 
starting near the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee state line. It was also not¬ 
ed in June 2011 that the electric 
co-op was 3,656 meters strong 
with 1,173 customers in Fulton 
County. 

RECC board members from 
Fulton County include Jerry Gra¬ 
ham, Vercel Bryant, and Ralph 
Wayne Adams. 


County ambulance service is a must

The future of Tri-Cities Ambu¬ 
lance, currently funded with pay¬ 
ments from Fulton County and 
the cities of Hickman, Fulton and 
South Fulton, Tenn., is another 
uncertain factor following Park¬ 
way Regional Hospital’s (PRH) 
decision to cease a major portion 
of their services in the spring. 

Back in November we reported 


that the ambulance contract be¬ 
tween the four entities and PRH 
was up for renewal. The contract 
ends on December 31, 2014. 

Fulton County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive David Gallagher and mem¬ 
bers of the Fulton County Fiscal 
Court know that it is in the best 
interest of the citizens of Fulton 
County to maintain ambulance 
bays in both Hickman and Ful¬ 
ton. 


On Monday, Dec. 15 Judge/ 
Executive Gallagher informed 
the Fiscal Court that negotiations 
on the one-year extension con¬ 
tinue. “We will be meeting again 
on December 22,” he stated. 
“You also need to know that this 
extension includes a 60-day ter¬ 
mination clause instead of a nine 
month notice.”

Local officials tour Riverine’s ship 


All the members of the Fulton 
County Levee Board attended 
the 79th annual Mississippi Val¬ 
ley Flood Control Association 
meeting in New Orleans this past 
week, including Levee Board 
President David Weatherly. Greg 
Curlin, director of the Hick¬ 
man-Fulton County Riverport, 
and Johnny McTurner, Hickman 
City Manager were also in atten¬ 
dance. 

Several Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neer officers spoke including Lt. 
General Thomas Bostick, Chief 
of Engineers. Senator David Vit- 
ter from Louisiana and Senator 
Roger Wicker from Mississippi 
also spoke. One of the main 
topics covered was the FFRMS 


(Federal Flood Risk Manage¬ 
ment Standards) which have 
been developed by President 
Obama’s administration without 
public input. The President plans 
to implement these new stan¬ 
dards, which would have a pro¬ 
found effect on people protected 
by levees, by signing Executive 
Order 11988 before the first of 
the year. Senator Thad Cochran 
from Mississippi has written a 
letter asking the President not to 
sign the order, but rather invite 
input from the public, includ¬ 
ing those that specialize in flood 
control. The Mississippi Valley 
Flood Control Association plans 
to draft a letter in support of Sen¬ 
ator Cochran’s position and ask 


its members to forward that letter 
to their respective senators and 
congressmen. 

While in New Orleans Weath¬ 
erly, Curlin, and McTurner visit¬ 
ed the Riverine Fisheries Interna¬ 
tional (RFI) factory ship that will 
eventually dock in the Hickman 
harbor and process Asian Carp 
into food products. “Joe Gillas, 
President of RFI gave us a tour 
of the vessel and described the 
work that has been completed, 
and will continue to be done to 
prepare the ship for the journey 
up river,” stated Weatherly. 

Gillas can not confirm a date at 
this time of when the ship will ar¬ 
rive in the Hickman Harbor. 


County officials seeking better solution 
for future of Hickman Family Clinic

One of the rippling effects 
from last week’s announcement 
about Parkway Regional Hospi¬ 
tal’s (PRH) decision to end inpa¬ 
tient and emergency department 
services at 11:59 p.m. on March 
31, 2015 is the future of the 
three clinics affiliated with the 
70-bed hospital. Those three 
clinics are located in Hickman 
and Fulton, both in Fulton 
County and Clinton, in Hick¬ 
man County. 

According to the PRH media 
release “Next fall, the Hillview 
Clinic will be relocated to South 
Fulton, Tenn.” 

Where does that leave the 
Hickman Family Clinic in Hick¬ 
man and the Clinton Family 
Clinic in Clinton? 

According to Courier sources 


the Hickman clinic will also 
close at the end of March and at 
least one of the employees will 
be relocated to the South Fulton 
future location. 

This move is one that Fulton 
County Judge/Executive David 


Gallagher and the Fulton County 
Fiscal Court feels is not benefi¬ 
cial for the residents on this end 
of the county. 

“The strategy from this office 
is to meet with any party that 
can provide clinical services 
and or ambulance service to the 
county,” stated Judge/Executive 
Gallagher. “I’m very much inter-

ested in keeping a clinic in each 
end of the county as well as an 
ambulance bay at each site.” 

Judge/Executive Gallagher fur¬ 
ther stated that CHS (Community 
Health Systems - owner of PRH 
and the clinics) has made the de¬ 
cision to move operations to 
Tennessee and serve Ken¬ 
tucky from the locations 
there. “That is their plan,” 
reiterated Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher. 

The Judge/Executive who 
is in the last days of his second 
term says that his office is seek¬ 
ing a better solution for the citi¬ 
zens of Fulton County. “We, this 
office, will aggressively pursue 
new health partners and options. 
The cities and county will work 
together for a common cause,” 
concluded Judge/Executive Gal¬ 
lagher.

PRH turns back on local press

Last Wednesday after reporting 
that the jobless rate in Fulton 
County was headed in the right 
direction we learned that one of 
its biggest employers, Parkway 
Regional Hospital (PRH), would 
be eliminating a major portion 
of its services. The hospital will 
cease operating inpatient and 
emergency department services 
at its 70-bed facility in March 
2015, displacing many of its 192 
employees. 

For months rumors circulated 
about the pending closure. The 
Hickman Courier even contacted 
PRH CEO John Ballard in mid- 
November and he assured the 
155-year-old publication that the 
hospital was not closing. Ballard 
even set up a meeting with the 
paper before Thanksgiving 
(November 27) and asked me not 
to print the ‘rumor’. 

By eliminating those services 
isn’t that what is happening? The 
hospital will close in the spring 
of 2015. 

The interview was scheduled 
for Thursday, Dec. 11, one day 


after employees received letters 
informing them of Community 
Health Systems’ (CHS) (owners 
of the hospital) decision to stop 
providing emergency services to 
the citizens of Fulton County and 
jobs for almost 200 employees. 

Even though the announcement 
came out on Wednesday, I thought 
it best to keep my appointment 
with Mr. Ballard to further discuss 
the impact of CHS’s decision to 
eliminate these services. When I 
arrived I was informed that there 
was no need for the meeting and 
that he was standing behind the 
press release that he emailed 
to me. I informed him that The 
Courier had not yet received the 
media release. He then provided 
one to me but declined to honor 
our scheduled appointment with 
a face-to-face interview, leaving 
many questions unanswered. 

A week after digesting this 
devastating news, more and and 
more questions needed to be 
answered and addressed. 

The questions now are these: 

What happens to the 192 
employees? severance packages? 
new jobs? unemployment? 


relocation? 

What is the future of the Tri- 
Cities Ambulance Service? 

What will the cities of 
Hickman and Fulton do to 
provide ambulance services to 
their residents? 

What about the Fulton County 
Detention Center? How do they 
provide emergency services for 
their 368-bed facility without a 
hospital close by? 

During the next few weeks we 
will do our best to answer these 
questions for our readers. We 
will also continue to publish a 
weekly newspaper that we can 
be proud of. One that is built on 
integrity, upholding the truth. We 
always get the facts before we 
report something that has such 
an impact on the lives of our 
readers. 

We will also continue to report 
the good and the bad without 
sensationalizing events that 
directly affect your lives.

The Terrace Street project is 
totally completed and FEMA 
paperwork is being completed 
to receive reimbursement from 
FEMA within the next two or 
three months to replace the MAP 
funds utilized to pay for the 
project.

For most of us, the holidays 
are a wonderful time to share the 
joys of family life and friendship. 
But for many senior citizens the 
holidays can be highly stressful, 
confusing, or even depressing 
if their mental, physical and 
emotional needs are not taken 
into account. 

If you have friends and family 
members who are senior citizens 
with underlying health issues, you 
can help them enjoy the holiday 
season more by following these 
simple tips, based on advice from 
specialists in senior medicine at 
the University of California, 
San Diego (UCSD) School of 
Medicine: 

Stroll down memory lane. 

Holidays provoke memories, 
which can be especially powerful 
in the later years of life. “Leading 
authorities have observed that 
memory and ‘life review’ are 
important parts of the aging 
process,” says Barry Lebowitz, 
Ph.D., deputy director of UCSD’s 
Stein Institute for Research on 
Aging. “Older people whose 
memories are impaired may have 
difficulty remembering recent 
events, but they are often able 
to share stories and observations 
from the past. These shared 
memories are important for the 
young as well—children enjoy 
hearing about how it was ‘when 
your parents were your age...’.” 
He suggests using picture albums, 
family videos and music, even 
theme songs from old radio or 
TV programs, to help stimulate 
memories and encourage older 
seniors to share their stories and 
experiences. 

Eliminate obstacles. If a 

holiday get-together is held in 
the home of a senior citizen 
with memory impairment or 
behavioral problems, don’t 
rearrange the furniture. This 
could be a source of confusion 
and anxiety. If the gathering is 
in a place unfamiliar to an older 
person, remove slippery throw 
rugs and other items that could 
present barriers to someone with 
balance problems or who has 
difficulty walking. 

Avoid embarrassing 

moments. Try to avoid 
making comments that could 
inadvertently embarrass an 
older friend or family member 
who may be experiencing short¬ 


term memory problems. If an 
older person forgets a recent 
conversation, for example, don’t 
make it worse by saying, “Don’t 
you remember?” 

Create new memories. In 
addition to memories, seniors 
need new things to anticipate. 
Add something new to the 
holiday celebration, or volunteer 
for your family to help others. 
Enjoy activities that are free, 
such as taking a drive to look at 
holiday decorations, or window¬ 
shopping at the mall or along a 
festive downtown street. 

Be inclusive. Involve everyone 
in holiday meal preparation, 
breaking down tasks to include 
the youngest and oldest family 
members. “Older adults with 
physical limitations can still be 
included in kitchen activities 
by asking them to do a simple, 
helpful task, like greasing cooking 
pans, peeling vegetables, folding 
napkins or arranging flowers,” 
Daniel Sewell, M.D., director of 
the Senior Behavior Health Unit 
at the UCSD Medical Center 
says. 

Reach out. Social 
connectedness is especially 
important at holiday times. 
“Reaching out to older relatives 
and friends who are alone is 
something all of us should do,” 
Lebowitz says. “Loneliness is 
a difficult emotion for anyone. 
Recent research with older people 
has documented that loneliness is 
associated with major depression 
and with suicidal thoughts and 
impulses.” 

Beat the blues. “Holiday 
blues” are feelings of profound 
sadness that can be provoked by 
all the activities of the holiday 
season. Seasonal blues can have 
a particular impact in the lives 
of older people, according to 
Lebowitz. “In some people, 
the ‘holiday blues’ represent 
the exacerbation of an ongoing 
depressive illness,” he says. 
“Depression is a dangerous and 
life-threatening illness in older 
people. Tragically, suicide rates 
increase with age, specifically 
for older men. Depression is not 
a normal part of aging and should 
never be ignored or written off.” 

Keep on the sunny side. 
Seasonal affective disorder 
(SAD) or winter depression is 
an illness that can be provoked 


by reductions in sunlight during 
the short days of winter. It is 
important for people confined 
indoors, especially those at risk 
for winter depression, to make 
time for activities that will 
increase exposure to daylight, 
according to Lebowitz. 

Monitor medications and 
alcohol. If you have senior 
family members, be sure to help 
them adhere to their regular 
schedule of medications during 
the frenzy of the holidays. Also, 
pay attention to their alcohol 
consumption during holiday 
parties and family gatherings. 
According to Sewell, alcohol can 
provoke inappropriate behavior 
or interfere with medications. 

“Older family members with 
special needs can get lost in 
the shuffle and chaos of happy 
family gatherings,” Sewell says. 
“So, with all the hustle and bustle 
of the season, just remember to 
be sensitive and loving. And plan 
ahead.”

Realizing the importance of 
maintaining ambulance service 
in the county for the citizens, the 
cities, and Fulton County Deten¬ 
tion Center, members of the Fis¬ 
cal Court are actively seeking to 
establish a new ambulance ser¬ 
vice within the county. 

“We don’t want to be in the po¬ 
sition where they tell us we have 
60 days to find a new ambulance 
service,” Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher further added. “We 
want to be the one to give them 
that notice.” 

The Fiscal Court is aggressive¬ 
ly working to establish an ambu¬ 
lance service here and they will 
need both cities to provide those 
stations. “That will be a part of 
the contract,” added Judge/Exec¬ 
utive Gallagher. It is imperative 
to maintain emergency services 
in both ends of the county. 

“With the hospital closing 
down we want three things for 
the citizens of Fulton County 
- an emergency room, clinics in 
both Hickman and Fulton and an 
ambulance service,” reiterated 
Judge/Executive Gallagher. 

Four entities pay approxi¬ 
mately $400,000 to assist with 
ambulance service. “We partner 
with them to provide this ser¬ 
vice. The three cities (Hickman, 
Fulton and South Fulton, Tenn.) 
and the county with funding of 
$400,000” he added. “The am¬ 
bulance has been profitable. Not 
getting wealthy on it, but it is op¬ 
erating in the black.” 

According to Judge/Executive 
Gallagher other counties such 


as Marshall, Crittendon, and 
Caldwell provide emergency ser¬ 
vices along with a 10 or 20 bed 
hospital. He doesn’t see a 70-bed 
hospital in Fulton County’s fu¬ 
ture. “Unless a volunteer group 
who is not in it to make money, 
a non-profit, that wants to extend 
and come over here to locate. If 
they do that we are not looking 
at a 70-bed hospital,” said Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher. 
“That’s okay at Parkway in the 
last month or two you only saw 
maybe one or two patients in the 
hospital.” 

The ultimate goal is to ac¬ 
commodate emergency services 
in Fulton County. “We need 
emergency services for workers, 
farm workers, industrial work¬ 
ers, and families and ballgames 
have readily accessible access to 
emergency services,” concluded 
Judge/Executive Gallagher. 

The Hickman City Commis¬ 
sion approved the signing of the 
contract extension with Commis¬ 
sioner David Weatherly noting 
his concern about the 60-day can¬ 
cellation notice.

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING AND ESTABLISHING FULTON

adequate workforce; and such workforce to have the ability to choose 
what organizations to join in the workplace in Fulton County, the Court 
hereby authorizes and establishes an ordinance to guarantee this 
aspect for the workers in Fulton County, Kentucky. This ordinance 
further supports the promotion of economic development of industry 
and business of all forms that are not currently being provided in an 
adequate fashion by the Commonwealth of Kentucky and creates 
criminal penalties for violations relating to this Ordinance.The effective 
date of the Ordinance is December 30,2014.

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Search warrant execution uncovers 
indoor Marijuana growing operation 


The Fulton County Sheriff’s 
Office (FCSO) responded to a 
welfare check of two minors that 
were reported to be endangered 
at a residence locate at 107 10th 
Street, Hickman, Ky., on Friday, 
Dec. 5. When officers arrived 
Jamie M. Williams who resides 
at the residence met them at the 
door. The smell of what appeared 
to be marijuana was coming 
from within the house. Mr. Wil¬ 
liams and two adult females were 
questioned about minors and 
drugs being inside the residence; 
all subjects stated that neither 
were inside. 

The scene was secured and 
a search warrant was obtained. 
When the search warrant was ex¬ 
ecuted a very significant amount 
of equipment, chemicals, and 
supplies needed for an indoor 
grow marijuana operation were 
found and seized. In addition 
some marijuana, various types 
of marijuana seeds, and para¬ 
phernalia, and other items were 
found throughout the residence, 
out buildings, and vehicle on the 
property. No minors were found 
inside the dwelling.

Local police chase ends with two arrests 


On Saturday, Dec. 13 at 
approximately 6 p.m. Hickman 
Police Officer James (Ryan) 
Amberg was involved in a police 
chase for several miles. The 
chase began at the intersection 
of Seventh Street and Hwy 125 
(Union City Highway), traveled 
Hwy 309 in the Brownsville area, 
and ended across the state line in 
Tennessee with two arrests. Joe 
Busby and Amanda Burden were 
both arrested at the scene by 
Obion County law enforcement. 

According to Officer Amberg’s 
report, he witnessed a red car 
going through the intersection 
of Seventh Street and Hwy 125 
at a high rate of speed. “After 
catching up to the vehicle at the 
intersection of South Seventh and 
Broadway Street I initiated my 
emergency lights and the vehicle 
then took off at a high rate of 
speed all over the road,” stated 
Officer Amberg. “The vehicle 
was then traveling Hwy 309 at a 
speed of 60 mph, passing Mikel 
Road.” 

The vehicle continued on 
Hwy 309 until state line when 
traveling at a high rate of speed, 
the vehicle was unable to take the 
corner and went out into a bean 
field. 


“At one time I shined my 
spotlight into the car and would 
identify the driver was wearing a 
blue t-shirt and the passenger was 
a white female with black hair,” 
added Officer Amberg. “After 
circling around me several times, 
the vehicle came to a stop in a 
ditch.” 

Both subjects were instructed 
to get out of the vehicle and lay 
on the ground.

terns, a privately owned corpora¬ 
tion which owns Parkway Re¬ 
gional Hospital is headquartered 
in Nashville, Tenn., the men 
and women who have walked 
through the arched entryway of 
the hospital each day live, work 
and play in Fulton and adjacent 
counties. 

According to three employees, 
who have asked to remain anon¬ 
ymous, and one of whom stated 
they were told not to speak about 
the closure, the thought of los¬ 
ing a job and a source of income 
weighs heavy on the employees. 
Many of those working at Park¬ 
way Regional have worked there 
for years, side by side, and grad¬ 
ually have become “second fam¬ 
ily” to each other. 

According to the employees 
interviewed, a letter was received 
by each of them on Dec. 10, con¬ 
firming the rumors, which had 
circulated for months. 

They were told plans were 
made for a job fair to be held to 
assist the displaced workers, and 
another option could be place¬ 
ment at another CHS facility, if 
openings existed there. While no 
specific CHS facility was refer¬ 
enced, one employee noted Vol¬ 
unteer Community Hospital in 
Martin, Tenn. is owned by CHS. 

Another employee stated they 
were told those employees who 
chose to stay on until the March 
31 closing date would receive 
a severance payment, but no 
amount was specified. 


“If any business or corpora¬ 
tion came in here, to my office, 
and said they wanted to locate 
here, and be here, be a part of the 
community, but with one stipula¬ 
tion, and that would be that they 
would only be here for 25 years, 
I would say where do I sign. And 
that is what Parkway did. They 
have been a good neighbor to 
our community and we appreci¬ 
ate them for that,” said Fulton’s 
City Manager Cubb Stokes last 
Friday. 

The comment came just two 
days after the news spread 
quickly, through the issuance of 
a press release stating Parkway 
would end acute inpatient and 
emergency room services March 
31,2015. 

As of Dec. 12, Stokes said 
the city had yet to receive any 
official notice from Parkway 
Regional Hospital, or Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer John Ballard, in 
regard to the closing, but he had 
already initiated research as to 
the economic impact the action 
will have on the City of Fulton. 

Approximately $226,000, 
which equates to roughly 18% of 
the city’s annual budget will be 
lost. 

Specifically, $190,000 in pay¬ 
roll taxes generated from the 
nearly 200 employees annually 
will no longer be received in 
revenue, as well as $35,500 in 
property taxes generated from 
Parkway, Ragsdale Clinic and 
Hillview. 


Excluding electricity, utili¬ 
ties associated with Parkway top 
$100,500 annually. 

In the press release, issued Dec. 
10 (See page 10% information 
stated “the decline in our com¬ 
munity population and changes 
in inpatient admission guide- 
fines have caused a 50% drop 
in patients admitted to Parkway 
Regional, from 1,400 in 2010 to 
about 700 in 2014. It further went 
on to state emergency room vis¬ 
its declined as well, from a high 
of 6,000 in 2012 to about 5,300 
this year.” 

“We will survive and proceed,” 
Stokes said. 

PRH is currently Fulton Coun¬ 
ty’s largest employer. 

Fulton County, City of Hick¬ 
man, and City of Fulton officials 
have been meeting throughout 
the week working on three major 
issues following the announce¬ 
ment of PRH’s impending clo¬ 
sure. Those three items include 
the clinic (see page 1), the am¬ 
bulance service (see page 1) and 
emergency services. 

Fulton County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive David Gallagher has set up 
meetings with the company re¬ 
sponsible for the placement of 
the clinic located in Carlisle 
County. “Meetings are taking 
place,” stated Judge/Executive 
Gallagher. “We are exploring all 
options to find the best solutions 
for Fulton County with regards 
to the clinics, ambulance service 
and emergency services.

One I had 
heard of that I’d not been to yet 
was Mintonville just north of 
Lake Cumberland. It was time to 
load up my Sleigh and ride down 
the road once more. 

Mintonville has its own little 
green sign, up a bend along a 
two lane road. There’s that sign, 
a church, a Masonic Lodge, the 
sunshine, the open air, and an old 
general store with a Pepsi Bottle- 
cap sign. That’s it. True Map Dot 
Country. 

I was a few sips into Five Star 
Coffee that I picked up in Colum¬ 
bia off the Cumberland Parkway. 
At the Nancy exit a half hour lat¬ 
er, I delved off the four lane to old 
Kentucky 80 which used to be the 
primary route west to east.

Last spring, such a bus 
pulled into the back road lot on 
purpose and off came nearly a 
hundred to peek at the Beenie 
Weenies propped next to 10W-30 
and pocketknives. It’s the attrac¬ 
tion of a modern day Mayberry 
that stirs such an emotional con¬ 
nection to places that still feel like 
the old days. And in Mintonville, 
the old days are the newest thing. 

I hope you’ll embrace the nos¬ 
talgia of the season this year, and 
mix much of Christmas past with 
Christmas present. That’s the only 
way we’ll all get to keep Christ¬ 
mas for the future.

with the Obion County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

When the subject exited the 
vehicle prior to it stopping it 
crashed into a Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Office (FCSO) vehicle 
causing damage to the front end 
of the FCSO vehicle.

Flu is not widespread in Fulton County Schools 


Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) officials re¬ 
ported to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
last week that the influenza (flu) 
activity level in the state has 
increased from “regional” to 
“widespread.” Widespread activ¬ 
ity is the highest level of flu ac¬ 
tivity, which indicates increased 
flu-like activity or flu outbreaks 
in at least half of the regions in 
the state. The activity levels for 
states are tracked weekly as part 
of the CDC’s national flu sur¬ 
veillance system.Fortunately the 


Fulton County School Systems 
has not seen many cases of the 
flu and attendance remains over 
95% in the district. “I only know 
of one confirmed case of the flu 
over the last 15 days and our 
attendance is up 1.25% in De¬ 
cember from November,” stated 
Fulton County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Aaron Collins. “As a 
district, we are averaging 96% 
attendance for the year.” 

Even though the flu hasn’t 
made a drastic impact on this 
area at this time, public health of¬ 
ficials emphasize that it isn’t too 


late for the vaccine to be effec¬ 
tive. The flu season can begin as 
early as October and last through 
May. 

The holiday season is still 
a good time to get vaccinated 
against the flu because it takes 
about two weeks for immunity 
to develop and offer protection 
against flu. However, vaccination 
can be given any time during the 
flu season, and this year there is a 
plentiful vaccine supply. 

Approximately 23,000 deaths 
due to seasonal flu and its com¬ 
plications occur on average each 
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year in the U.S., according to 
recently updated estimates from 
the CDC. However, actual num¬ 
bers of deaths vary from year to 
year.

Trail of Tears signage will guide 
enthusiasts through area 


In November of 1838, more 
than 1,000 Cherokee Indians 
with 600 horses and more than 
60 wagons, known collectively as 
the Benge Detachment, crossed 
into Kentucky in Dukedom on 
their way to an Indian reservation 
in Oklahoma. 

They came through Clinton 
and camped for 10 days on the 
bluff that would eventually 
become a Civil War fort and is 
now Columbus-Belmont State 
Park. 

In August of 2010, newly 
formed Kentucky Great River 
Road Organization (KYGRRO) 
held a strategic planning session 
at Columbus-Belmont State Park. 
Alice Murphree, a resident of 
Hopkinsvile and president of the 
Kentucky chapter of the Trail of 
Tears Association, caught wind 
of the meeting and made sure to 
attend, as Columbus represents 
one of only four places in the 
country where a Trail of Tears 
water route and land route cross. 

At the meeting’s conclusion, 
giving Columbus and the region 
recognition for the Trail of Tears 
route had become part of the 
strategic plan. 

Murphree immediately 

began work on her part, and 
contacted Steve Burns with the 
National Parks Service. In 2012, 
Columbus-Belmont State Park 
was officially certified as a Trail 
of Tears site. 

After two more years of work 
by several parties involved, 
the 36-mile trail that the Benge 
Detachment took through 
western Kentucky is now marked 
with signage to guide enthusiasts 
along the way. 

Before the signs could be 
purchased and put in place, 
Murphree worked with Burns 
and Kory Dunning to come up 
with a sign plan and submitted 
it to Norma Pruitt, director of 
KYGRRO, to submit with her 
grant application. The funds 
were granted by the Kentucky 
Department of Transportation 
through a National Scenic Byway 
Grant, and the signs placed.

known about the Benge Route 
that came through Hickman 
County,” she continued. “Both 
the Civil War and the Trail of 
Tears were tragedies, but they are 
part of our heritage and should 
not be forgotten.” 

Murphree believes the signs 
will be beneficial in bringing 
tourism to the area. 

“Interest in the Trail of Tears 
has really grown over recent 
years,” she said.

Recent years have seen many 
changes and challenges for hos¬ 
pitals across the U.S., and fewer 
patients require inpatient acute 
care and reimbursement is less 
for the care provided.

Hospital lead¬ 
ership will work with members of 
the medical staff and patients to 
ensure a smooth transition of care 
to other providers. 

“Our hospital has a proud tradi¬ 
tion of providing quality, person¬ 
alized care and we have strong 
patient satisfaction,” said John 
Ballard, Chief Executive Officer 
of Parkway Regional Hospital. 
“In spite of this, these are chal¬ 
lenging times for all hospitals and 
we must evolve and adjust to new 
realities. Maintaining a full-ser¬ 
vice hospital for the current de¬ 
mand from acute and emergency 
patients is not sustainable.” 

The decline in our commu¬ 
nity population and changes in 
inpatient admission guidelines 
have caused a 50 percent drop 
in patients admitted to Parkway 


Regional, from 1,400 in 2010 to 
about 700 this year. Emergency 
Room visits have declined as 
well, from a high of 6,000 in 
2012 to about 5,300 this year. 
Many of these patients require 
specialized treatment not avail¬ 
able at Parkway Regional so they 
are transferred to a larger acute 
care hospital in Martin. 

Ballard continued, “Every em¬ 
ployee and member of the medi¬ 
cal staff is valued for their im¬ 
portant part in caring for patients 
and serving our community. We 
appreciate their compassionate 
professionalism and thank them 
for their years of service.” 

Work will be done to retain as 
many employees as possible and 
to redeploy others to positions at 
Volunteer Community Hospital 
or other regional hospitals.
